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THE COUNTY ROAD BONDS 


As will be seen from the news columns, 
the project to bond the county for two 
and a half millions for the ‘purpose of 
constructing good and permanent concrete 
highways in every section where needed 
is meeting with almost universal favor, if 
one may judge of the expressions made 
by the representative men of the county 
in meeting assembled. 

The proposition in a nutshell] is that we 
borrow the money for ‘a period of about 
twenty-six years with which to build these 
roads, and while we wil] have interest to 
pay, still, in the long run, the bonding 
way is not only the best and quickest but 
by far the cheapest. 

Under this proposition you will pay 
about thirty cents per annum on cach 
#100 assessed valuation of your property. 
So, if your property is assessed at $100, 
vou will pay $3 a year toward paying off 
the borrowed money. The burden of this, 
of course, in this instance, falls upon the 
big oma industries of — the 
and very lightly, comparatively, 
upon the individnal.

valuation of the county more than keeps 
up with that. In fact, under the bonding 
system, your road tax will decrease in- 
stead of increasing, from year to vear as 
the assessed valuation increases by virtue 
of new industries, people and property 
coming here to be assessed and bear a 
share in the tax. 

From any point of view, the bond pro- 
ject is good sense, good business and good 
judgment. It is also a good investment 
for everybody, because it will increase all 
kinds of business all over the county, 
save time, save money, make lots of work 
for hundreds of men, and give us the 
benefit of good roads while we are alive 
to enjoy them and their many benefits. 

There is considerable difference, how- 
ever, in getting a majority on any given 
question that goes to the polls and ob- 
taining a two-thirds majority. So, those 
favoring the project will have to get busy 
and help in the campaign, explain it to 
the pedple who may not understand it, 
and put their shoulders to the wheel. The 
campaign should fake on the nature of a 
‘‘drive,’’ and be carried on just as have 
been the various liberty Joan and other 
drives during the past few vears. Tf this 
is done the good roads bond project will 
carry. 

Incidentally it may here be remarked 
that Richmond is to get about twenty- 
three miles of these splendid boulevards, 
and the resulting trade will roll into the 
city thousands of dollars for. every one 
we have to pay ott by reason of the good 
roads investment.
